Mx. PRESIDENT, y 

When this report was 
first read, I despaired of composing my 
spirits or my museles so far as to treat! 
it wich seriovsnegs and decency... There 
appeared to me so much in it of that 
species of the riciculous, wilich éritics 
ets he art of sihkingftliat raising ' 
and disappointing of expectations, that I 
apprehended I might indulge in a levity 
unbecoming the dignity of this board. 
Having, as Well as I could, suppressed 


thosé emotions which were excited by 


contrasting the beginning with the con- 
siusion, I entertain ihe hepe that I may 
succeed in treatiug the subject as a real- 
14% —as the serious opinions of serieus 
men. And, sir, I am the rather inclined 
to this course, froma wish. to-treat eve- ' 
ry thing coming from a joint committee, 
however trifling, with an alt of conse - 
quence. And this, sir, notwithstanding 
its outrageous charges against the Go- 
vernment of the U. States, the dangerous 
principles it advances, and the heresies it 
inculcates, and above all, the pitiful man- 
ner in which it concludes, 

Permit me te give am abstract of the 
prominent charges contained. in this re- 
port. It states that the policy ef Wash- 
ington is abandoned—that New England 
is lost in the national councils—that an 


unwarrantable and unconstitutional pow-

That in case any action shall be 
prosecuted on any insurance made by 
virtue of this act, it shal! be deemed suf 
ficient tervice of such process to leave 
a copy thereof with the president or se 
cretary for the time being; and all re- 
coveries had in any such action or acti- 
ons shall be conclusive on the company 
s0 far as to render the stock and pro- 
periy of the company liable, ard no fur- 
mer. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted, 
That this act shell be and continue in 
force tor end during the term of twenty 
years (rom and afier the passing thereof, 
and ubtil the end-of the nest session of 
Congress.

more persons of creditable characters, and the 
certificate of a commissioned officer, stating the 
circumstances of the loss, and the amotnt of 
the articles for which compensation shall be 
claimed. i

of requiring that none of the supplits which may 
be furnished under any of the proposed contracts, 
shall beissued, until the supplies which have been 
or may bo furnished under the contract now in
